Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  July  1966  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of 
$4.92  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential 
of  8.0  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $4.92  price  for  July  1966  is  69  cents  above  the  June  1966  price,  and 
86  cents  above  the  July  1965  price.
